(McGredy) 

This  is  an  Irish  rose,  a seedling  of  Mrs. 
Aaron  Ward,  which  it  resembles  in  foliage 
though  not  in  habit,  for  it  makes  long,  slender, 
stiff  stems  in  a very  short  time,  many  of  them 
to  a plant,  and  every  one  tipped  with  a yellow 
flower. 

The  bud  is  long  and  sharply  pointed  and 
opens  into  a full  rosette  as  Ward  does. 

It  is  an  improvement  on  Ward  in  its  steady 
production  of  bloom  throughout  the  season,  and 
shows  no  inclination  towards  resting  in  mid- 
winter. 

Every  general  florist  should  grow  this  pretty 
Irish  yellow  for  it  is  a variety  that  will  please 


and  will  pay  its  way  abundantly,  for  it  has  qual- 
ity and  also  continuous  and  abundant  bloom.
